Ideal Manhood and the 
Profession of Arms 


HE value of military training in 
developing the highest type of loyal, 


I self-respecting citizens and Chris- 


tian men and in instilling qualities useful 
and desirable in soldiers, sailors and civil- 
ians alike, effectively told in an ad- 
dress by Maj. Gen. Charles P. Summerall, 
U.S.A., to the graduation class of the N 
C.O. School of the Hawaiian Coast Artil- 
lery District, May 1. 

The remarks of Gen. Summerall, while 
they were made for the benefit of men in 
the United States Army, could profitably 
be studied by citizens generally, to whom 
they are equally applicable. Some of the 
points made by the general in his address 
were: 

“The saying that ‘Knowledge is power’ 
expresses but a half truth. Without intel- 
ligent and right application of knowledge 
its possession avails but little. Indeed, 
many men possessed of great knowledge 
are pitiful failures in the struggle of life, 
for lack of the power to apply it in some 
useful endeavor. 

“T’o be good soldiers men must want to 
do the things that constitute the require- 
ments of the profession of arms. The 
foundation for this desire is pride of ser- 
vice. That men should ever be lacking in 
this pride can only be aseribed to the fail- 
ure of their leaders to teach them the his- 


was 


tory, the traditions and the mission of 
our Army. If men take pride in working 
for a great railroad, a famous factory or 
a wealthy bank, how much more should 


they feel it a privilege to be a member of 
a profession that in all ages has typified 
the most manly qualities and of the Army 
of our country that has never known de- 
feat? 

“The ideal soldier comes nearer to be- 
ing the ideal man than any other type. 
Even his upright bearing typifies not up- 
right conduct alone, but the highest degree 
of vitality, courage and energy peculiar to 
the human race. At the same time he is 
imbued with the sentiments and standards 
of his calling. ‘Duty—Honor—Country’ 
are his slogan. His uniform is the em- 
iy of his country and he wears it worth- 
ily 

“The profession of arms has ever been 
associated with adventure, daring and 
danger. It makes a strong appeal to the 
youthful imagination and it surpasses all 
others in team work and the development 
of comradeship. The habits of discipline 
teach the individual to subordinate self 
for the common good. The drills and the 


use of arms develop the body and co-ordi- 
nate the mind and the muscle. Military 
ceremenies are no less significant. 

“The salute and its acknowledgment are 
a recognition between comrades who also 
represent the nation. The man who un- 
derstands its significance renders it 
privilege, proudly, eye to eye, with the 
bearing and poise of a superior being. The 
salute to the flag has the dignity of a rit- 
ual, showing homage to the government 
of which it is a symbol. ‘T’he ceremony of 
guard mounting is an inheritance from 
the crusaders, who formulated it as an 
act of religious consecration. The present- 
arms signifies offering one’s self and one’s 
weapon. The military funeral is the high- 
est form of honor. Even the bugle calls 
have their origin in some idea of service 
or sacrifice. 

“The development of the highest quali- 
ties of manhood requires simplicity of liv- 
ing‘and frugal habits, and it is traditional 
that many of the greatest soldiers of his- 
tory have denied themselves all forms of 
luxury. The more that the masculine 
traits are developed, the more we find the 
traits of tenderness and helpfulness to the 
weak manifesting themselves. Violence 
to defenseless people and brutality in any 
ferm are sure signs of a lack of discipline 
and soldierly spirit. It was as touching 
as it was natural to see the grim veterans 
of many battles playing with the French 
children and spending their money to bring 
happiness into the lives of those little ones 
who had known nothing but war.

“Men respond more to approval than 
when blamed. These were the words of 
Marshal VPetain when he explained how 


he infused into the French army at Verdun 
the spirit that was embodied by the slogan, 
‘They shall not pass.’ Constant fault- 
finding and blame are sure signs of inca- 
pacity for leadership. In every group a 
few men stand out as requiring no im- 
pulse to acquit themselves of their obliga- 
tions. In battle those are the ones who 
go forward of their own initiative and 
often become casualties. A few will not 
respond to any demands that may be made 
upon them. Nature has denied them the 
normal qualities of the sex and in battle 
they become the stragglers and fugitives. 
But the great mass of men are capable of 
the most loyal service and the most heroic 
sacrifice if their leaders understand how 
to appeal to the basic traits of human na- 
ture. Be just, considerate, resolute, firm 
and cheerful, and show to others the re- 
spect and the appreciation that you would 
have them show to you.’ 


Philippine 
Propaganda Will 
Be Investigated 


Gen. Wood Denies He Made 
Charge Against Congress 
A nila the finances of the Philippine 
Independence Commission will be 


investigated by Congress. This was fore- 
cast in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
when the report was published. 

The cable did not quote Governor Gen- 
eral Wood, but Representative James A. 
Frear of Wisconsin, in a circular letter 
to the members of both Houses, assumed 
that it did. Mr. Frear then proceeded on 
the theory that Gen. Wood had attacked 
every Senator and Member of the House. 
Iie not only defended the highly subsidized 
movement of the politicoes of Manila, but 
also made a vicious attack on Gen. Wood. 

Those who have watched the progress 
of the independence propaganda are ex- 
pressing the hope that the Congressional 
investigation will bring to light how the 
2,500,000 pesos, taken out of the treasury 
of the Philippine Islands, has been ex- 
pended in the promotion of the independ- 
ence of the Islands. In 1919 there was

It is reasonable to 
suppose that even if the missions “kept 
open house” during their trip to and from 
this country, 500,000 pesos should have 
been sufficient to defray the expenses. This 
leaves 2,000,000 pesos to be expended in 
creating sentiment in this country for in- 
dependence. ‘The vouchers, according to 
the cable, contain the names of some dis- 
gee Washington statesmen and jour- 
nalis 

Tv he 2 ‘9 000,000 pesos, or a million dollars, 
even in five years, is no mean sum to 
expended in an attempt to influence the 
sentiment of the country. The people 
have a right, it is insisted at Washington, 
to be acquainted with the methods of the 
Philippine Independence Commission. 

Gen. Wood, in a cable, denies that he 
has made any charges against Congress., 
This was really unnecessary, as the cable 
did not quote him as having made any 
charges. 

The cable published on May 8 declared 
that “Senators. Representatives and others 
prominent in Washington’s social and po- 
litical life received payment from the Phil- 
ippine Independence Commission in espous- 
ing the cause vf independence for the 
Islands.”

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Special Washington Service News Letter 


HE Naval Omnibus bill is now un- 

der consideration in the Depart- 

ment. It is planned to go over both 
the Senate and the House bills as well as 
other recommendations and prepare a bill 
which it is hoped the entire. Navy will 
support. . 

It is admitted that not all of the pro- 
visions which have been proposed for this 
bill can be passed through both houses. 
The difficult problem to solve will be the 
writing of a bill which will at the same 
time give the Navy some relief and be ac- 
ceptable to Congress. If it is too heavily 
laden with legislation it is feared that the 
same difficulties will be encountered in se- 
curing its passage that were met last ses- 
sion. 

Of course, the Marine Corps provisions 
which were reported out of the House com- 
mittee last session will go to the House 
again in the general bill. So will most of 
the House bill, and in fact it is understood 
that all of the provisions of the House bill 
have been agreed to informally in the De- 
partment. Assistant Secretary Roosevelt 
is taking a personal interest in the pro- 
posed legislation. He will go ,over every 
provision not only with the officers on duty 
with the Chief of Naval Operations, but 
with representatives of the bureaus. The 
bill was taken up formally at the confer- 
ence of the bureau chiefs on May 22. It 
is understood that Col. Roosevelt urged 
that the bill be prepared and sent to Con- 
gress on the first day of the next session. 
This will give both naval committees plenty 
of time to consider the bill and pass it 
early in the session. Col. Roosevelt is 
anxious to keep the bill out of the legisla- 
tive jam which occurs just before the ad- 
journment of every session. 


Foreign Tour Not to be Lengthened 


FLTER careful consideration in the Bu- 

reau of Navigation, it has been de- 
cided not to extend the tour of duty in 
Asiatic waters for officers from two to 
three years. In putting into effect a rigid 
system of economy in the use of transporta- 
tion it was urged that this change be made 
in the policy of the Department. It is 
quite an expense to send men to the Asi- 
atic Fleet and to Asiatic stations. It was 
estimated that thousands of dollars could 
be saved in maintaining the Asiatic force 
by lengthening the tour of duty in these 
waters. 

Protests against the change came not 
only from the commander of: the Asiatic 
Fleet and officers on duty there, but from 
officers who have served in Asiatic waters. 
These officers were able to convince the 
Department that it would be a mistake 
to make the change. 

This does not mean that the cruise of 
officers who served on the Asiatic Fleet 
will be shortened to two years. An officer 
who is assigned to the Asiatic Fleet must 
have a tour of duty afloat for one year 
either before or after he serves on the 
Asiatic Fleet before he is due to come 
ashore,

June 1 with passengers for the Pacific 
coast. She will take on board the Presi- 
dential party either at Portland or Seattle. 
The trip will be through the inside passage 
to Alaska and return. The President will 
be accompanied by Rear Adm. Hugh Rod- 
man, who has had a great deal of sailing 
in Alaskan waters. Comdr. Adolphus An- 
drews, who commands the Mayflower, will 
also accompany the President. 


To Ask Amendments to Pay Act 


EFINITE arrangements have been 

made for consideration of amendments 
to the Service Pay act by a joint commit- 
tee representing the six Services. On the 
committee will be representatives of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps; Coast Guard, 
Public Health and Coast and Geodetic 
Survey. 

The proposition of creating a joint Ser- 
vice pay committee to recommend amend- 
ments, and in fact a partial division of 
the Pay act, was considered during the 
last session of Congress, but not until this 
week was it approved by the heads of the 
different departments. Now the joint com- 
mittee has authority from the departments 
to investigate all the inequalities that 
crept into the act when it was passed. 

Last session it was recognized that Con- 
gress, in attempting to cover all the Ser- 
vices, had not placed them all on exactly 
an equal basis. Especially from the Navy 
have there been violent protests against 
the effects of some of the provisions. It 
was mutually agreed among the heads of 
the departments that no proposed amend- 
ment to the Pay act would he given con- 
sideration until the whole subject could be 
taken up by a joint tommittee. 

Of course, no general increase in the 
pay for the Services will be recommended. 
It is emphasized that the purpose for cre- 
ating the committee is to recommend leg- 
islation which would adjust inequalities 
in the pay scale. 

Not the least important matter that will 
be before the committee will be legislation 
to correct the effect of certain decisions 
of the Comptroller General. It is generally 
recognized in all the departments that 
many of the Comptroller’s decisions do not 
earry out the purpose of Congress in en- 
acting the new pay bill. This has become 
apparent to members of Congress, some of 
whom are as indignant at the arbitrary 
rulings of the Comptroller as are the offi- 
cers and men in the Services. 

It is possible that, in proposing legisla- 
tion for the correction of the Comp- 
troller’s decisions, many of which are ad- 
mitted to be contrary not only to the 
Court of Claims, but to the decisions of 
the Supreme Court, a recommendation 
may be made which will define the author- 
ity of the Comptroller General. In some 
quarters it is believed that it will be wiser 
to enact a law which will place some limit 
on the Comptroller General’s authority in- 
stead of attacking in the courts the con- 
stitutionality of the act which created the 
office. As the Comptroller General con- 
strues the law which created his office, the 
act is clearly unconstitutional. It is 
known that a number of eminent lawyers 
have expressed this opinion and have sug- 
gested that a test case be carried up to 
the Supreme Court. 

An attempt was made to insert a provi- 
sion in the original Pay act which would 
have defined the Comptroller General’s au- 
thority within reasonable limit. This pro- 
vision came over from the Senate, but was 
stricken out in the House committee. The 
supporters of the Pay bill yielded on the 
provision when it was before the House 
committee, in order to speed up the passage 
of the bill. The opponents to the enact- 
ment of any pay legislation, led by Repre- 
sentative Oliver of Alabama, were seeking 
to involve the bill in a lengthy legal dis- 
cussion which might have held the bill in 
the committee for two or three days. As 
delays at that time were extremely dan- 


gerous, the supporters of the Pay bill 
yielded on the provision which would have 
avoided many of the arbitrary decisions of 
the Comptroller General. This provision 
made the President’s authority supreme in 
construing the provisions of the bill. 

Even if the joint Service committee does 
not make any recommendations along this 
line, there is not much doubt that they will 
be proposed, if a bill for amendments to 
the Pay bill comes before Congress. ‘There 
is not much doubt that it will, for the com- 
mittee is starting early with its study 
and its recommendations will be supported 
by the departments.

Heretofore these details have been of two 
years’ duration, but it has been the policy 
of the War Department that in the event 
an officer requests a year’s extension of 
his detail it has been granted. Medical 
authorities hold that the climate in Alaska 
and the Islands is not conducive to good 
health of those stationed there for more 
than two years, and for that reason no 
further extensions of the time limit will 
be granted.

Lts. Macready and Kelly are soon com- 
ing East in the T-2 and at Dayton, Ohio, 
on May 28, are to be guests of honor at a 
huge testimonial dinner under the auspices 
of the American Legion. They are due in 
Washington on June 1, and as members 
of the Dayton temple of the Mystic Shrine 
will attend the Shrine week festivities in 
Washington.

HE administration of the Army of 

. the United States, with its three 

components, was exhibited to a 

corps of Washington correspondents this 

week by the members of the General Staff. 

As a result of an invitation from Gen. 

Pershing, the correspondents spent three 

days at the War Department going through 

the different divisions of the General Staff 
and later visited the War College. 

The series of conferences was opened 
by a short and informal talk from Gen. 
Pershing to the correspondents. He told 
them that it was proposed to give the cor- 
respondents a view of the inside workings 
of the General Staff and the War College. 
‘They would be given an opportunity to 
look over all of the confidential matter in 
the General Staff files and it would be ex- 
plained to them just how the General Staff 
worked in co-ordinating the branches and 
making its plans for war. 

Following this plan, the correspondents 
were assembled each day in the office of 
one of the assistants to the Chief of Staff. 
The Assistant Chief of Staff reviewed the 
general scope of the work assigned to each 
division. Then his assistants gave an out- 
line of the work to which they were as- 
signed. The correspondents were given 
an opporttnity to examine the various 
plans that have been prepared by the Gen- 
eral Staff and the branches for the defense 
not only of continental United States but 
of the Panama Canal Department and Ha- 
waii. They were then taken through the 
various stages of mobilization and concen- 
tration of the forces for war. 

One interesting development which was 
revealed was that the War and Navy De- 
partments now have virtually a Grand 
General Staff. The General Staff and the 
Chief of Naval Operatiors are co-ordinat- 
ing their efforts and are working on plans 
for the closest co-operation between the 
Army and Navy in the event of hostili- 
ties in certain quarters. While the Brown 
Congressional committee for two years has 
been talking of consolidating the War and 
Navy Departments, the General Staff and 
Chief of Naval Operations have quietly 
worked out plans by which this will be un- 
necessary as far as the military needs of 
the country are concerned. Under the 
joint plans the Army and Navy would op- 
erate as a single force if the situation de- 
manded it. 

The only result that would be obtained 
by consolidation of the War and Navy De- 
partments now would be a change in the 
civilian personnel of the two departments. 
The military authorities in both depart- 
ments are now virtually working as one 
organization in the preparation of the de- 
fense of the country. 


Chinese Bandits Still Hold Americans 


ACCORDING to the latest advices from 

China, the deadlock between the Chi- 
nese government and the bandits over the 
release of American and other foreign pris- 
oners held captive continues and the ban- 
dits evidently have no faith in the prom- 
ises of the Chinese government. 

The condition of some of the captives 
held by the bandits in their mountain 
stronghold is described as extremely bad. 

It would seem, at this writing, that be- 
fore the captives can be released the United 
States and other foreign powers will have 
to negotiate directly with the bandits and 
take the matter entirely out of the hands 
of the present notoriously weak govern- 
ment of China. 

Secretary of ‘War Davis and Secretary 
of State Hughes had a long conference on 
May 22 and while nothing was divulged 
concerning it the matter of future action 
in China by armed forces, it is believed, 
was considered. Drastic action may have 
to be taken before long. 

In Washington diplomatic circles the 
decision made by the foreign diplomatic 
corps at Pekin May 23, to send a commis- 
sion to the scene of the negotiations with 
the bandits, was construed to mean that 
the situation had entered on a new phase. 
This feeling was based on the belief that 
the project was a forerunner of direct ne- 
gotiations between the foreign officials and 
the brigand leaders, superseding the ef- 
forts of the Pekin government.

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Interpretations 
of Pay Act

ITH the May 12 issue the ARMY AND 

Navy JouRNAL began publication of 
the Comptroller General’s decisions on the 
Pay Adjustment act of June 10, 1922. An 
effort is made in this to clear up some 
confusion that exists in the Services as to 
the action of the Comptroller General. 

In the larger type text as printed be- 
low are the summaries of the rights, under 
each section heading, which it was pre- 
sumed have been given the Services under 
the bill. In the smaller type are given 
brief statements of the items considered 
by the Comptroller General and the effect 
of his decision. 

SECTION 17. 


Pay of officers and warrant officers re- 
tired after June 30, 1922, to be computed 
as now provided by law on the basis of 
pay provided by this act.

Saving clause of Sec. 16 has no- application 
to Sec. 17. Pay under prior laws which is 


preserved to an officer by Sec. 16 is not “pay 
provided in this act’ within the meaning of 
Sec. 17.

NEW ATHLETIC POLICY. 
G.O. 9, May 9, 1923, 34th Inf. 


Col. H. S. Wagner, commanding the 34th In- 
fantry, U.S.A., with headquarters at Camp 
Meade, Md., in the above-mentioned order an- 
nounces a new athletic policy in the regiment. 
The entire scheme was drawn up by a_ board 
of three officers and two enlisted men.

(3) Special individual 
award (open to enlisted men only)—To the 
yearly all-around champion, considering athletics 
chiefly, but in case of doubt or tie award to 
go to one with best military record during 
past year. 

b. Awards will be made as follows: (1) For 
all athletic sports, sweater and insignia (regi- 
mental shield). (2)- For individual military 
events (such as high score), silver cups. (3) 
For other military events, banners and pen- 
nants. (4) For yearly championship, gold 
watch. (5) All awards to be suitably en- 
graved. All cups to be six inches high; all 
banners to be three feet by eighteen inches. 

ce. For athletic events the sweater to be the 
same for every sport—a dark blue, V-neck, 
rolled top, with regimental shield in center. The 
particular sport will be indicated as_ follows 
(stars to be worn on left breast): (1) Football, 
red star; (2) baseball, white star; (3) basket- 
ball, blue star; (4) track, swimming, boxing 
and wrestling, green star.

Conditions governing these tests of 
blooded stock are identical for both con- 
tests. One of the salient new features is 
the reduction of the total maximum time 
for the five-day contest from fifty-five 


hours to fifty hours, coupled with the modi. 
fying provision that a horse may not ex- 
ceed eleven hours on the road in any one 
day. The weight to be carried is 225 
pounds. A competing horse must be at 
least a half-bred of some recognized breed.

fattle cruisers—Britain and Japan are 
the only powers having battle cruisers, 
there being four in the British navy and 
seven in the Japanese, including three 
which are to be scrapped. Four battle 
cruisers under construction for the United 
States are to be scrapped and two for the 


Japanese navy are to be converted into 
aircraft carriers. 
(‘ruisers—No cruiser is at present in 


course of construction by Great Britain. 
America possesses the greatest strength, 
ten in all, Franee ranking next with six. 
There are three cruisers in the Italian 
navy and two in the British. 

Light cruisers—Great Britain leads in 
vessels of the light cruiser class, for in- 
cluding six belonging to the Dominions 
there are forty-eight in the British navy 
and four more are being built. 

Aircraft carriers—Only three countries 
at present include aircraft carriers in their 
navies, the British possessing four and the 
Cnited States and Japan one each, two of 
these vessels being built each for the Brit- 
ish and American navies, while France is 
constructing one. 

Torpedoboat destroyers— The United 
States holds a great superiority in torpedo- 
boat destroyers and outnumbers Great 
Britain in this important type of craft 
nearly two to one. The figures are Britain 
184, United States 319. Only two navies 
include torpedoboats. Italy possesses sev- 
enty, while four more are being built, and 
Germany has fifteen. The United States 
is shown to possess the greatest number 
of submarines of any of the powers, while 
a considerable addition is still being made. 


Horse Shoes and Military 
Equipments of Duralumin 


ESTS have recently been made by the 

3d U.S. Cavalry at Fort Myer, Va., 
the Cavalry Board at Fort Riley, Kas., 
and by the 1st Cavalry Division in Tex- 
as, of duralumin horse shoes, which proved 
highly successful. 

These tests were made with a view to 
ascertaining the advisability of using 
duralumin horse shoes as the spare shoes 
carried by the trooper. 

Due to the cost (about $1.25 each) and 
difficulty experienced in some of the tests 
in fitting these shoes cold, it was decided 
hot to adopt them as spare shoes. 

he tests. however, are indicative of 
the value of these shoes on race horses, 
for horse show purposes, in endurance 
rides, on gentlemen’s riding horses, and 
renerally under conditions where a very 
light shoe is desired. 

The duralumin used has for a given 
bulk one-third the weight of steel yet 
with approximately the same strength 
tharacteristies, so that while a No. 3 
steel front shoe weighs twenty ounces, 
When made of duralumin it weighs but 
seven ounces, 

.As to durability the results were de- 
tidedly more favorable than was antici- 
pated. Fort Myer reported the durability 
'0 be about two-thirds that of the regula- 
tion shoe; Fort Riley reported that about 
half of the shoes showed the same amount 
of wear as the issue steel shoe the re- 
mainder showing more wear than the 
regulation; while the Cavalry division re- 
Ported the durability as “satisfactory,” the 
Wear being about the same or slightly less 
than with steel shoes. 

he reports showed that they had been 
owe generally for periods varying from 
Wenty to thirty days or more, on garrison 
uty, and on practice marches over dis- 
lances of from eighty-six to 3,000 miles. 

It is interesting to note that the re- 
ne from Fort Myer shows that the dur; 
* nin shoe does not slip on a smooth or 
et pavement to the same extent as does 

e steel shoe, 

»Duralumin very much resembles alu- 

num in appearance and takes a high 


polish which in ordinary atmospheres is 
permanent. In this copper-aluminum al- 
loy the copper runs about four per cent. 
and it contains some magnesium. 

The tests above. mentioned have been 
made possible through the generous co- 
operation of the Aluminum Company of 
America, Pittsburgh, and the U.S. Horse 
Shoe. Company of Erie, Pa., in supplying 
the necessary said material and manufac- 
tured articles for this purpose. 

In the past year the writer has also ex- 
perimented considerably with a view to 
ascertaining its adaptability for use in the 
manufacture of certain articles (other 
than horse shoes) of the soldiers’ equip- 
ment. It was found that cups and mess 
tins when made of duralumin had, when 
tested at the Bureau of Standards, from 
twenty-five per cent. to seventy-five per 
cent. more rigidity than the regulation 
aluminum articles. With spoons the ad- 
vantage was still greater, while shelter 
tent pins had as high as six times the 
rigidity of aluminum pins. Duralumin 
plates tested for us at Frankford Arsenal 
indicated that even the metal helmets 
could be made of it and have weight for 
weight rather greater resistance to shrap- 
nel than the regulation steel helmets worn 
in the A.E.F. 

As more skill is developed in working 
the alloy, and as improved methods of 
manufacture make it less expensive, we 
may confidently predict that at no very 
distant future it will, in those articles of 
equipment carried on the person, displace 
aluminum just as aluminum only a dozen 
or more years ago displaced tin, iron and

Aspects of the Problem 
of Rating Army Officers 
(Continued from page 934) 


tions concerning official reports, favorable 
or unfavorable, on the officer in question, 
tend to prevent the rating officer from get- 
ting away from the obvious external facts 
of performance, and reduce the liability 
of large deviations due to personal pe- 
culiarities. 

It is to be noted that the man-to-man 
principle is retained, though in a slightly 
modified form. Where the old rating 
scale called the top group “highest” and 
the bottom “lowest,” there was always the 
possibility of the rating officer knowing 
extremely high or extremely low men, and 
failing to place the person being rated pos- 
sibly simply because he did not compare 
closely with the unusual cases. The new 
scale calls the top group “superior” and 
bottom group “inferior.” which are dis- 
tinctly larger groups than those on the 
old scale. 

One of the main objections to the old 
scale was founded on the demonstrated un- 
reliability of so-called single « ratings, 
where one officer only did the rating. As 
Rugg says: “The judgment of the indi- 
vidual, taken by and large, is of little 
value. The judgment of the mass is close 
to the truth.” (xiii, 42). 

Now it so happens that this particular 
rating scale under consideration is u in 
such a way as to avoid even that error 
to a great extent. The Infantry School, 
where this is used, is a training school for 
commissioned personnel of the Regular 
Army. To it each year are ordered offi- 
cers of all grades from first lieutenant to 
colonels, with once in a while an occa- 
sional brigadier general. These officers 
undergo training in a large variety of 
subjects, ranging from rifle marksmanship 
and machine gun tactics to historical re- 
search and physical training, from troop 
leading in campaign to sanitation and close 
order drill. The following promulgation 
of policy and prescription of practice is 
the basis of the work:

Instructions Relative to Preparation of Special

appointed by the Assistant Commandant: 

a. For rating in intelligence—from record of 
students’ grading in academic subjects—sub- 
mitted by School Personnel Officer. 

b. For rating in physical energy and physical 
endurance: 

1. From reports on practical work of students 
in Equitation, Military Athletics and Bayonet, 
compiled and submitted by Chief of Instruc- 
tional Sections concerned. 

2. From hospital records obtained from Sur- 
geon by School Personnel Officer. [These would 
include the annual physical examination con- 
ducted in January for all officers of the Army. 
—E. C.] 


ce. For ratings in all other items by the fol- 
lowing: 

1, Company commanders of student companies 
—on all officers of their companies junior to 
them. They will submit, without comment, such 
pertinent data as they may have on file concern- 
ing students senior to them. [These “company 
commanders” are members of the school staff.] 

2. Seconds-in-command of student companies 
—on the student platoon leaders of their re- 
spective companies. 

3. Platoon leaders of student companies—on 
the students of their respective platoons. 

4. Boards in each instructional department— 
these boards will consolidate the reports sub- 
mitted on each student by the sections and com- 
mittees of their respective departments. 

5. The 201, files of students, on file in the 
Office of the Secretary. [That is, the papers 
filed under the student’s name at School Head- 
quarters and relating to him.] 

II. 

Each instructional section or committee 
thereof when section is subdivided will submit 
a& report to the director of the department on 
each student as soon as it has completed its 
instruction of any class or subdivision thereof. 
These reports will be as complete as the para- 
mount consideration of accuracy will permit. 
These reports will be consolidated by the boards 
specified in I. ¢ (4) above.

Two tendencies stand out distinctly in 
these instructions. There is an attempt 
to secure all the objective data possible, 
as, for instance, the facts as to physical 
qualities from the departments which 
conduct tests covering those qualities and 
the pertinent records on officers on file at 
camp headquarters. Secondly, and much 
more important, there are independent rat- 
ings. A student officer is rated by his 
immediate commander through the school 
administrative system, with its provisional 
student companies and the rest; and is 
also rated by each instructor who comes 
in contact with him during the course of 
the year. 

The matter of correlation between intel- 
ligence and academic standing is interest- 
ing, and probably sound; but I have gone 
into that matter elsewhere and need not 
delay over the details here. 

The conventional military characteristic 
of sending documents through channels 
with “remarks” by successive persons still 
persists in this program, and it is difficult 
to see how it can be avoided in the Army. 
Indeed, when we reflect that the ratings 
of very junior officers are made by others 
almost as junior in many cases who have 
relatively short military experience, ac- 
quaintance, and backgrounds, and who are 
also open to the possibility of being af- 
fected by personal predilections of one 
sort or another, it is perhaps best that 
more mature minds be given an oppor- 
tunity to weed out the glaring discrepan- 
cies. 

And for those ultra-scientific persons 
who may still insist in practical life on 
the impracticable conditions of carefully 
controlled experiments, there is still the 
balancing effect of independence of judg- 
ment, for the reports in practically every 
case will go up in duplicate, one judgment 
from the intimates and acquaintances 
among students and the other judgment 
from the official instructor personnel who 
see the man being rated only when he is 
on duty and in the lime-light. They meet 
and are co-ordinated in the office of the 
assistant commandant. 

A further particular worthy of remark 
is the tendency to have ratings done by 
boards of officers instead of by individual 
officers, thus insuring closer approxima- 
tion between scale standards and also a 
greater variety of judgment on any single 
case. 

It is not contended that this procedure 
ean be followed throughout the military 
service. Facilities are not at hand, organi- 
zation of work and responsibility are not 
the same in the regiments as they are at 
such Special Service Schools as that at 
Fort Benning. Yet when we reflect that 
a good proportion of the officers of the 
Army are on just such school duty we can 
realize the opportunity before us of secur- 
ing more nearly accurate ratings than be- 
fore, even if only at the schools. At any 
rate, the data is interesting. 

When the month of July comes around 
again and the rating problem arises once 
more, the principles and facts here set 
forth may furnish matter for reflection for 
those who have to judge their officers and 
report their judgments to the War Depart- 
ment. 

The question is a very delicate one. The 
science of judging human character and 
measuring personal efficiency is still in an 
infantile state. It is not possible to settle 
the difficulties out of hand. This review 
and discussion is merely a discussion of 
the matter and assumes in no degree to be 
conclusive. If the comparisons here made 
and the complexities here touched on serve 
only to attract attention and stimulate 
commanders to consider the matter some- 
what more thoroughly I shall be satisfied. 


Filipino Coast Art. 
Make High Scores 


HAT Filipinos in the Coast Artillery 
” (P.S.) of the U.S, Army have the mak- 
ing of fine artillerymen is evidenced from 
some interesting facts made public by 
Capt. F. L. Topping, Coast +» Ccom- 
manding the 278th Co., C.A.C., at Fort 
Mills, P.I. 

Capt. Topping, in G.O. 2, March 23, 
1923, gives the following information: 

1. On March 22, 1923, the first major caliber 
seacoast battery ever fired by a complete Fili- 
pino company was fired by the 278th Company, 
C.A.C. (P.S.), at a twelve-inch gun battery 
at Fort Mills, P.I. 

2. The personnel of this company is composed 
of fifty-two enlisted men, who were transferred 
from Company B, 45th Inf. (P.8.), a few men 
from the old 43d Infantry (P.S.), and the re- 
mainder are re-enlisted men and about thirty 
recruits. The criginal designation of the com- 
pany (tentative only) was the 70th Company, 
C.A.C. (P.S.). The designation of the company 
was changed by War Department order to the 
278th Company, C.A.C. (P.S.). The first men 
were transferred to the 70th Company, C.A.C. 
(P.S.), on Sept. 26, 1922. The present 
strength of the company is 104 men. 

_8. The firing was done with twelve-inch guns, 
disappearing carriage, and was highly success- 
ful. Of the six shots fired, three were hits on 
the hypothetical target. The trial shot method 
of adjustment was used. The record fire was 
at a moving target, at ranges from 9,100 to 
8,200 yards. 

4. The accomplishment is somewhat remark- 
able in that it was done in the face of con- 
siderable difficulties. All of the men speak some 
English, but few of them speak enough to carry 
on conversation. The instruction was neces- 
sarily given in English, as the instructors could 
not possibly master all the dialects. The com- 
pany is composed of Visayans, Ilocanans, Pam- 
pangans, Macabebes, Tagalogs, Bicols and Pan- 
gasinans. The only way the instruction could 
be given was to require that English be used. 
All men who could understand English were 
taught the more important duties, and were then 
used as instructors for the remainder. These 
men were required by their new work to use 
devices and instruments they had never seen 
before. To add to the difficulty, the fact devel- 
oped that their voices did not transmit well over 
telephones. This trouble has in part been over- 
come by constant practice. 

5. The work of all taking part was excellent. 
A few minor errors were made, but none of 
them exceeded twenty yards in range and .10 
degrees in direction. The total time of the fir- 
ing was a little long. Emphasis was laid on ac- 
curacy rather than speed in the training. The 
time of firing was 17 minutes and 15 seconds. 

6. I take great pleasure in congratulating 
the company upon its good work. If the re- 
sults of this practice mean anything, we should 
get all hits on our second practice. 

7. This order will be published to the com- 
pany, and authenticated copy will be given 
to each member of the company present. 


Advancement in Rating | 
of Petty Officers, U.S.N. 


‘THE Bureau of Navigation of the Navy 

Department on May 12 announced that 
before authorizing the advancement of a 
man to any petty officer rating the follow- 
ing is required of the candidate: 

1. Must be of good petty officer ma- 
terial. 

2. Must be recommended by his com- 
manding officer. 

3. Must pass the required examination 
for advancement. 

4. Must serve one year in next lower 
rating with at least 3.5 in proficiency in 
rating, sobriety and obedience. 

5. Must be placed on the bureau's eligi- 
bility list in the rating for which quali- 
fied. 

No relaxation in any of the above re- 
quirements is contemplated, but it is de- 
sired to reduce the time elapsing between 
the date a man is fully qualified and the 
date of his advancement. : 

In line with this policy, the bureau has 
authorized commanding officers to exam- 
ine and recommend men upon completion 
of nine months’ satisfactory service who 
are qualified in all other respects except. 
in point of time. The names of these 
men will be placed upon the bureau's eligi- 
bility list as of date of completion of their 
year’s service in the next lower rating. 
In the event that the requirements of the 
Service will exhaust the eligibility list by 
this date, the Bureau of Navigation will 
grant authority for advancement to be ef- 
fective upon completion of the year’s ser- 
vice in the next lower rating. 

Providing their records warrant, exami- 
nations for lower ratings other than petty 
officer may be held in advance of comple- 
tion of the year’s service in time to ad- 
vance men promptly upon that date. The 
bureau desires to impress upon command- 
ing officers that due consideration should 
be given to the entries in the Service ree- 
— in column “rating best qualified to 
fil ”

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Maj. Gen. O’Ryan 
Placed on Reserve 


M242: GEN. JOHN F. O’RYAN, com- 
manding the New York National 
Guard, was placed on the Reserve List on 
May 22, 1923, at his own request, after an 
highly efficient service, in peace and war, 
of twenty-six years. He has been on leave 
for some time as a member of the Transit 
Commission and his request to go on the Re- 
serve List was due to the demands on his 
time by the commission. His entire career 
in the National Guard and in the Army of 
the United States has been marked with 
progressiveness, and it was always his aim 
to make his command a really dependable 
force, educated on practical lines, under 
competent officers, and with a respect for 
their uniform. That he succeeded in bis 
aim has been amply demonstrated by the 
history of the 27th Division. 

Gen. O’Ryan began his military career 
as a private in Co. G, 7th Infantry, N.Y. 
N.G., in 1896, and was subsequently pro- 
meted to second lieutenant, captain and 
major in the Field Artillery, and with the 
retirement of Maj. Gen. Charles F. Roe 
in 1912 was appointed to succeed him as 
commander of the division, New York Na- 
tional Guard. He was graduated from 
the Army War College in 1914, served in 
command of the New York division on the 
Mexican border in 1916 and served as com- 
mander of the 27th Division in the World 
War on the battle line in Belgium and 
France with the British army. 

Gen. O’Ryan holds the following decora- 
tions: D.S.M. (American), Knight Com- 
mander, Order of St. Michael and St. 
George, and Commander, Victorian Order 
(British) ; Commander, Legion of Honor, 
and Croix de Guerre with Palm (French) ; 
Commander, Order of Leopold, and Croix 
de Guerre with Palm (Belgium) ; Comman- 


der, Order of St. Maurice and Lazarus 
(Italian). In 1919 the degree of LL.D. 
was conferred upon him by New York 


University. 

Gen. O’Ryan went to his old military 
headquarters on May 22 to bid good-by to 
his staff. all of whom are officers of ability 
and long service. Ue also issued a fare- 
well message to the officers and men of 
the division, which said in part: 

It is with feelings of emotion and with a 
deep and abiding regret that I find it neces- 
sary to sever active military relations with the 
splendid body of officers and men it has been 
my privilege to command for so long a time. 
I cannot do this without a word of apprecia- 
tion of the loyal and stimulating responsive- 
ness always given me as your leader, and of 
admiration for your record as soldiers and 
citizens. In addressing you, the present ac- 
tive personnel of the National Guard, I am 
including in my thoughts our veterans of the 
Mexican border service and the battlefields of 
Belgium and France. 

When we returned from the war, it was 
My intention then to ask relief from further 
active service. That could not honorably be 
done in view of the necessity of reconstitut- 


ing the National Guard upon a_ peace-time 
basis. When the accomplishment of this 
work warranted attention to other affairs, I 


was placed on leave status by Governor Mil- 
ler and appointed a member of the Transit 
Commission of New York state. I feel that 
my immediate duty is with the Transit Com- 
mission, and I pledge you that it shall con- 
tinue to be performed at least in the same dis- 
interested way that we all rendered our mili- 
tary service. 

Always in my life I shall be stimulated by 
recollections of the spirit of the National 
Guard, of the intelligence of its personnel, 
their comradeship, their sense of service, and 
responsiveness to leadership. Of the accom- 
plishment of the men, dead and alive, who 
fought the battles abroad, you and those who 
follow you in the Service will ever hold a 
loyal appreciation. More than 9,000 of them 
were killed or wounded in the 27th Division 
alone.

Official Records of 
Officers of U.S. Navy 


EAR ADM. THOMAS WASHING- 

TON, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, U.S.N., under date of May 21, 1923, 
in Circular Letter 35, announces the pol- 
icy of the Bureau of Navigation in regard 
to the placing of official papers on an offi- 
cer's official personal record, which follows, 
in brief: 

An officer’s official record consists of: 

I. Fitness Report Jacket.—(1) Repowts of 
fitness; (2) letters commendatory or censori- 
ous signed by Secretary of Navy; (3) answers 
to unfavorable remarks on current reports of 
fitness; (4) letters from properly constituted 
reporting authority commenting on perform- 
ance of duty, accompanied by specific request 
they be made part of fitness reports. 

II. Special Jacket for consideration of Selec- 
tion Board.—(1) Letters from force com- 
manders or other naval officials regarding spe- 
cial services which could not be incorporated 
in reports of fitness; (2) letters from officials 
(outside of Navy) regarding performance of 
important duty not strictly naval; (3) writ- 
ten communications from officer concerned in- 
viting attention of Board of Selection to mat- 
ters of record. 

III, Correspondence Jacket.—Reports of fit- 
ness and other documents making up record 
prior to last permanent promotion, together 
with completed proceedings of any courts-mar- 





tial, courts of inquiry, ete., concerning par- 
ticular officers, are kept on file in office of 
J.A.G. These are examined by boards of 
selection. 


It is the policy of the bureau to require re- 
porting seniors to enter in regular report of 
fitness all information possible as to manner 
in which an officer performs duty, with view 
to having in concrete form, comprehensive in 
scope and readily understood, clear record of 
both the relative and absolute efficiency of an 
officer. 

The bureau attaches letters to that part of 
record contained in fitness report jacket and 
special jacket for consideration of selection 
boards only in cases of most exceptional con- 
duct, whether commendatory or otherwise, 
and deems it of vital importance in no way 
to depreciate the value of a letter on an offi- 
cer’s record. 

The bureau files in fitness report jackets of 
officers concerned copies of summaries of re- 
marks from reports of inspection of vessels, 
when these reports indicate that special credit 
or discredit attaches to any officer. Remarks 
of an unsatisfactory nature will be submitted 


to officer concerned for such statement as he 
may desire to make. 

Attention is invited to, requirement that spe- 
cific mention be made in reports of inspection 
of officers who are deemed responsible for any 
special credit or discredit for conditions re- 


ported upon in such reports. These are re- 
ferred to Bureau of Navigation at varying 
times after the inspection was held, and it 


becomes difficult if not impossible to identify 
the officers to whom special credit or discredit 


attaches unless such officers are specified by 
name, General statements, such as ‘‘com- 
manding officer, officers’ and crew deserve 


great credit for the condition of the com- 
mand,’’ are valueless and will not be attached 
to the record of any person. In addition re- 
porting seniors should attach to the records of 
officers concerned extracts from reports of in- 
spection or other official source showing effi- 
ciency or inefficiency on the part of an officer.

MARBSHALL.—The remains of Col. 
Francis C. Marshall, Cav., U.S.A., 


who was killed in an airplane accident in 
California, Dec. 7, 1922, were buried at 
West Point, N.Y.,° May 21, with military 
honors. Col. Marshall’s body was not 
found until last week despite the fact that 
Army aviators had been searching for it 
since the time of the accident. 

The remains of Col. Marshall were 
found in a lonely spot on the slope of the 
Cuyamaca mountains, fifty miles from San 
Diego. A cattleman on May 12 came upon 
two skeletons and the various portions of 
an airplane which gave the long delayed 
solution to the mystery of the disappear- 
ance of Col. Francis H. Marshall and Lt. 
Charles L. Webber, U.S.A., and for whom 
thousands of square miles had_ been 
searched without avail. From indications 
found at the scene of the tragedy it is be- 
lieved that the aviators became lost in a 
fog and, coming too low, crashed into pine 
trees.on the mountain sides and thence to 
the ground, where the impact burst the 
gasoline tanks and made a funeral pyre for 
the unfortunate victims. Officers and men 
from Rockwell Field went to the Cuya- 
maca mountains May 13 and brought back 
the remains of the aviators and such por- 
tions of the plane as had not been burned. 
On May 16 the remains were given mili- 
tary escort to the Santa Fe station at San 
Diego for shipment to the East, those of 
Lt. Whber going to Denver, Colo., and 
those of Col. Marshall to West Point. 


EST.—Lt. Donald R. West, Q.M.C., 

U.S.A., died at Walter Reed General 
Hospital, Washington, D.C., May 15, 1928. 
He was born in Ohio Dec. 27, 1892, and 
entered the Regular Army July 7, 1920, 
as an enlisted man in the Q.M. Corps. He 
received his first commission, that of sec- 
ond lieutenant, Q.M.C., in October, 1921. 
During the World War he served as a pri- 
vate and N.C.O. in the 330th and 331st 
Infantry. He was on duty with the 
American Forces in Germany from Oct.

ganizations who have been spreading propa- 
ganda aimed to induce American men and 


women to oppose military training and to refuse 
to fight or to take an active part in defense 
of their country in time of war do not deserve 
to enjoy the privileges and blessings of citizen- 
ship. Calling upon patriotic and civie 
societies to “join with us in combatting all ex- 
treme pacifistic and non-resistant propaganda, 
and to replace such propaganda by a propa- 
ganda based on truth and reason, to the end 
that this great country and its people may con- 
tinue to enjoy the blessings of liberty and pros- 
perity and may be prepared to repel all ag- 
gression and to champion the down-trodden and 
the oppressed throughout the world.”

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Should Ask for 13,000 
Officers 


N submitting its budget to the next 
Congress the War Department 
should provide for an increase to 13,- 
000 officers and 150,000 enlisted men. 
There is searcely a week in which there is 
not a development in the War Depart- 
ment which emphasizes the fact that the 
minimum Regular Army required by the 
Nationa! Defense act is an Army of 13,000 
officers and 150,000 men. ‘The latest de- 
velopment along this line is the proposal 
to eliminate regimental personnel officers. 
It is admitted by all that personnel offi- 
cers. contribute much to the efficiency of 
the Army.- The war proved this. The 
roposition grows out of a desire of the 
War Department to secure more officers for 
duty with the National Guard and Organ- 
ized Reserves. It is proposed to rob one 
component of the Army of the United 
States to support the other two. Other in- 
stances of the shortage of officers for de- 
veloping the Army of the United States 
could be cited and this is only given by 
way of illustration. 
The General Staff will not exercise the 
functions for which it was created if it 
does not urge strongly upon the Secretary 
the importance of sending this recommen- 
dation to Congress. The General Staff 
was created as advisory organization to 
the Secretary of War. It is its duty to 
report to the Secretary of War from time 
to time the military needs of the country. 
Let the Secretary of War, a civilian, or 
Congress assume the responsibility of not 
providing a sufficient force of professional 
soldiers to carry out the provisions of the 
Nationa! Defense act. The General Staff 
cannot afford to compromise. 
it is to play politics, the General 
Staff should ask for more than it needs. 
This is what other departments do in order 
to get approximately what is required to 
perform their functions. 


Pershing Defined Minimum Strength 


EN. PERSHING, in his recommenda- 

tions, dealt honestly and _ sincerely 
with Congress. He gave to the Military 
Committee the minimum requirements of 
the Army. While his sincerity is to be 
admired, it must be admitted that Con- 
gress took advantage of him and made a 
Teduction in the minimum. The House 
passed legislation that would have repealed 
the National Defense act. Fortunately, 
the Senate was able to obtain a compro- 
mise between the recommendations of Gen. 
Pershing and the wrecking program of the 
House. 

It is none too early to lay a program 
by which the new Congress may begin to 
rebuild the Army to its minimum strength. 
In order to meet the demands for economy 
the increase could be divided into three or 
four increments. This would be very sat- 
isfactory as far as officers are concerned. 
A large increase in the number of officers 
in one year does not work out satisfac- 
torily. The plan of increase in the num-

ber of officers provided for in the original 
National Defense act could be followed. 

But these are matters of detail that 
could be worked out in framing the legis- 
lation. The Secretary of War and Gen- 
eral Staff owe it to the country to insist 
that steps should be taken immediately for 
restoring the Army to its minimum 
strength. 


Value of Coast and Air 
Defense Demonstrations 


HE two demonstrations for the 
Coast Artillery officers of the Na-

Several hundred officers, under the guid- 
ance of officers of the Regular Army, wit- 
nessed the varied demonstrations and list- 
ened to instructive talks on harbor and air 
defense as especially vital to the great city 
of New York. ‘The visiting officers were 
well paid for their attendance in the prac- 
tical lessons they received, and all of them 
thoroughly enjoyed and appreciated the 
elaborate demonstration arranged on their 


behalf and were most enthusiastic over 
the events. It was one of the best get- 
together programs for the one-Army idea 


ever arranged. 

It is on the huge harbor defense guns 
at Forts Hancock, Tilden, Wadsworth and 
IIamilton that the Army relies to keep the 
enemy ships from entering the lower bay, 
wrecking the port of New York, just as it 
is on similar guns at the eastern entrance 
to Long Island Sound and at Forts Tot- 
ten and Schuyler that the Army relies to 
keep the enemy ships from firing on the 
city from the east. 

These guns, when properly manned and 
supported by the mine fields that it is the 
further duty of the Coast Artillery to es- 
tablish, can be counted upon to keep an 
enemy’s ships at a respectful distance, but, 
unfortunately, that is only a partial solu- 
tion of the problem. These monster en- 
gines are helpless against an attack from 
the air. 

Unless something very positive is done 
by trained officers and men provided with 
adequate equipment two enemy airplane 
carriers could heave to, say 500 miles from 
the Atlantie coast, and from that point 
make an attack four or five hours later 


with thirty-two airplanes in action, each 
plane dropping bombs containing 2,000 
pounds of TNT in various parts of the 


city, which would result in appalling loss 

of life and destruction of property. 
Necessary Anti-Aircraft Training 
HERE are only 
be used against 

other airplanes and 


two weapons that can 
airplanes. These are 
anti-aircraft artillery, 
a branch of the Coast Artillery service. 
If New York is to be saved in the event 
of such an attack both these weapons must 
be used, and trained officers and men must 
be developed in the Regular Army, Na- 
tional Guard and Reserves as one Army. 

To get proper distribution of guns and 
searchlights requires hard study and the 
display of good judgment by the officers. 
To get quick action when the need comes 
requires months of careful training of en- 
listed men in the handling of the guns and 
searchlights and the delicate range-finding 
devices. 

Gen. Drum has wisely decided that the 
time to get the oflicers started on the study 
they .must have is now. He has worked 
out several situations illustrating possible 
enemy air attacks, the speed and direction 
of such attacks, their possible objectives, 
the number and types of planes that would 
be involved and the formation the planes 
would assume in flight. 

In preparing the problems to be studied, 
the probability of night attacks has not 
been overlooked, and one of the most diffi- 
cult parts of each problem will be the se- 
lection of locations for the high-powered 
lights and the determination of the proper 
means of handling them after they are in 
position in order to secure the best possi- 
ble illumination of the enemy. All these 
essentials have been carefully thought out. 
and it is to meet future emergencies that 
the elaborate demonstrations were arranged 
for as practical steps for ‘an adequate de- 
fense, as far as means available will allow. 
Much more could be accomplished with an 
increased appropriation, which it is hoped 
the next Congress may grant. 

There are two remaining days of demon- 
strations. That of June 2 at Fort Tilden 
will be of particular interest to officers of 


anti-aircraft regiments, while that of June 
16 will be of especial interest to officers of 
Coast Defense units. The complete pro- 
gram of the demonstration days was given 
in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of April 
28. 

Gen. Drum, in giving officers of the Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserves an 
opportunity to learn so much with such a 
little loss of time is certainly helping the 
one-Army idea on practical lines. 


Admiral Sims Misquoted on 
German Submarines 


HE Akmy AND Navy 

glad to know that Adm. 

misquoted in the sensational press 
reports of his speeeh in Los Angeles re- 
garding German submarine atrocities. He 
was reported to have said that there is no 
authentic record of an atrocity ever hav- 
ing been perpetrated by the personnel of 
German submarines; that Allied official 
records are filled with evidence that Ger- 
man ‘U-boat commanders aided in the res- 
cue of the crew of torpedoed ships; and 
that if they did not tow the boats to 
safety, the submarines would always radio 
other ships of the position of the boats. 

This would have been a plain misstate- 
ment of facts. The mere destruction of a 
merchant vessel without warning was an 
atrocity. The numerous torpedoings of 
hospital ships so plainly marked as to for- 
bid any mistake being made in their iden- 
tity were especially revolting atrocities. 
The British hospital ship Llandovery Cas- 
tle, filled with wounded, was torpedoed 
without warning and subsequently two of 
her boats, loaded with survivors, were de- 
stroyed by gunfire from the submarine. 
The recent German trial of the officers of 
this submarine brought out the fact that 
the character of the Llandovery Castle 
was fully known to the submarine cap- 
tain several hours before the fatal torpedo 
was fired. The boats were sunk after they 
had been visited by the submarine and 
their non-combatant nature, fully estab- 
lished. 

It is true that in some cases German 
submarine commanders gave tow to boats 
containing survivors of submarines, and 
at times radioed positions of such boats, 
but to state that they always did so would 
be a gross exaggeration. 

It is therefore gratifying to note in the 
Outlook a signed statement by Adm. Sims 
of what he really said in hig Los Angeles 
speech. It was to the effect that, barring 
the Llandovery Castle, he did not know 
“of any case where a German submarine 
commander had fired upon the boats of a 
torpedoed vessel’; that submarine com- 
manders “generally acted in a humane 
manner, and in some instances gave the 
boats of torpedoed vessels food and water, 
a tow towards the land and sent out wire- 
less signals giving their positions.” He 
did not discuss the orders of the German 
government, which required the submarines 
to sink even hospital ships without warn- 
ing, but his remarks referred exclusively 
to the conduct of the submarines in carry- 
ing out those orders.

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MEDICO’S EFFICIENCY REPORTS. 


To THE Eprror: 

HAVE a minor comment to offer on 

the efficiency report system, as I saw 
it during the war period and 1919. Serv- 
ing nearly two years as an emergency 
officer, achieving satisfactory promotion, 
receiving adequate pay and emoluments, 
there were nevertheless certain factors 
which in May, 1919, caused me to answer 
“No” to the: question as to whether I 
would on discharge accept a Reserve com- 
mission. When later, on arrival home, I 
found a new commission awaiting me, I 
accepted it, and still hold it—‘willing to 
take another chance.” 

One of these factors was the system of 
allowing line officers commanding organ- 
izations in which medical officers were 
serving, to mark the efficiency reports of 
the latter. It did not seem just to me. 
Inadvertently, my first efficiency card was 
sent to me after being marked, and I 
noted that. while being fairly marked, my 
superior officer, of forty years’ experience 
in the Regular Army, commented on my 
“lack of military experience,.”’ when I had 
been in the Army but six months! 

It seems to me that where a line offi- 
cer commanding is required to mark a 


subordinate medical officer, there should 
also be included the marks and re-marks 
of the highest medical officer on duty at 
the station, where possible. 
There should also be more 
in the idea oi a maximum mark. In one 
organization I served with, the C.O. did 
not allow any maximum to be over seventy.

With one year’s service as major, seven 
and one-half years as captain, four as 
company commander, would not my ex- 
perience in my grade be of more value to 


the Service in the capacity of leader among 
the company commanders, which to all in- 
tents and purposes should rightly be the 
case?

The slowing up process in business, which 
began in April, appears to be going a little 
further. The most influential factor has been 
the decline in new building expenditures. The 
check to over-extension, that is, in prices, came 
none too soon for the health of the industry. 
Producers of raw materials and labor alike 
have let the prospect of enormous profits and 
earnings over a temporary period get the better 
of their judgment. A certain manufacturer of 
bricks, a typical example, has boosted his price 
to $20 per thousand, and is getting it, and at 
the same time frankly admits that $10 per 
thousand would be a high price. This is simply 
killing the goose that lays the golden egg. There 
are, however, some producers of raw materials 
who genuinely regret the high levels to which 
prices have gone, Capt. Robert Dollar being one 
who has expressed condemnation of present lum- 
ber quotations, although he is making an enor- 
mous profit in this branch of his business. 
Labor generally is showing no signs of conserva- 
tism, but is endeavoring to exploit the situation 
to the limit. A number of strikes have de- 
veloped recently, especially among building work- 
ers. This includes plasterers, painters, plumb- 
ers, stone carvers, and others. 


Building Suspension Affects Steel. 


The iron and steel industry is iceling the 
effect of suspension in new building and premi- 
ums are no longer being paid for early delivery. 
The textile industry in certain parts of New 
England is displaying a certain hesitancy. At 
Fall River nine mills are running on a four-day- 
a-week schedule, and night shifts have generally 
been dispensed with in other cities in that dis- 
trict. 

The underlying position of business, however, 
is not discouraging. Retail consumption has 
shown no tendency to contract and supplies of 
merchandise are small. So long as demand 
lasts, and there is little reason to believe that 
it will not continue on a broad scale, produc- 
tion is quite certain to remain at a rate sufficient 
to meet it. 





Healthy Check to Over-expansion. 


On the whole, the present check to business 
is healthy and has obviated a degree of over- 
expansion which might end disastrously. After 
a moderate period of readjustment it is strongly 
probable that general business will resume its 
onward march in an orderly manner. Sus- 
tained operations on a basis of moderate profits 
is far more desirable than a short period of 
unusual activities and exorbitant profits, to be 
followed by a depression. 

What the immediate future has in store for 
the security market cannot be seen so clearly. 
There has been much frightened selling and 
a considerable amount of forced selling. There 
is no way of determining how much longer 
stocks will be dumped on the market through 
fear of the outlook or because of margin calls. 
A great many securities at their present levels 
are undoubtedly cheap, and when sentiment 
again develops an optimistic strain substantial 
profits to present buyers are certain. Mean- 
while, there is the possibility, of course, of 
lower prices, and there is no need’ of going into 
the market now and running the risk of carry- 
ing stocks downward. It would be far more 
advisable to await the change in sentiment, even 
if higher than current prices would have to 
be paid. 


High-cost Stocks Should be Held. 


The weakest group at present is the oil, and 
there is not much indication of a rally of any 
extent even should the general market turn 
upward. The majority of automobile stocks, 
also, have probably reached their high level 
for the year and better choices are to be found 
elsewhere, with the exception of General Motors 
and the Maxwell issues. Fundamental condi- 
tions in the railroad field are sound; but a large 
part of the public is afraid of threatened legis- 
lation of an unfavorable nature. No doubt a 
considerable effort will be made in the next ses- 
sion of Congress to bring about radical legisla- 
tien, but the judgment of the majority can 
pretty certainly be counted upon to forestall any- 
thing of a harmful character. Those who have 
purchased stocks at high prices should not sell 
on the present reaction. The autumn is likely 
to see a decidedly better stock market.
